This^is done -at the semiannual veri- 
fication of residence and ertnlovment and at the ^irte the annual report 
ia submitted, With the annual report, the field must state thxit tne 
case has besn re-evaluated in the light of the SI criteria ana the 
subject c^tinues to fall within siHch criteria" or that, if the case f' 
does not meet the criteria, a letter has been directed to the Bureau 
recommending cancellation of the SI card. 

Although the field is complying with the above provision, \ 
b-ecent incidents have made it apparent that, in a number of instances, - 
thorough analyses have not been made of these cases, resumng in ' 
recommendations by the field for the continued retention of a subject's 
name in the SI when, in fact, the information developed regarding his 
activities did r^t warrant such action. 

In order to further impress upon the field the absolute 
necessity of critically analyzina these cases and to insure that such 
ia done, it is believed desirable at this time to restate the Bureau's
